SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfall—During August, 1962, above-normal rainfall was received over most of the State. Only parts 
of the West Coast, extreme South-East, Eastern Tamar, King Island and extreme North-West Coast received 
falls less than normal. Even in these areas most falls were about 90% of normal. 


Heaviest falls occurred along the West ‘Coast mountains, Western Plateau iand the hinterland of the (Central 
North-West Coast, with fialls from 10 to 15 inches. Most of the South-East, Eastern Derwent, and Midlands recorded 
two to four inches while from four to six inches were reported from the Upper East Coast, Eastern Plateau, 
Western Derwent, and most of the Northern districts. 

Heavy rains in Northern areas on 13th and 14th caused moderate to severe local flooding in many northern 
rivers on 14th and 15th, continuing in the upper South Esk until the 20th. 

Temperature.—Except in the far North-West where they were normal, mean maximum temperatures were 
below average everywhere with departures of 1° to 2° being representative. Means were close to normal on 
the Bass Strait islands. 

Generally about the coast, mean minima were close to normal but negative departures were on the average 
about 1° inland, the largest being 2° at ‘Shannon. 


Frosts and Snow.—Widespread moderate to severe frosts were recorded on the 5th, 10th and from the 20th 
to 28rd inclusive. Local inland frosts were reported on most other days. 


Heaviest falls of snow for the month occurred during the 20th to 22nd inclusive, the falls on the 21st being 
particularly widespread. Snow was reported from the East Coast and Highlands, the South-East (including the 
Tasman Peninsula) and Southern Midlands. Parts of the East Coast recorded their first snowfall. 


Crops and Pastures.—Crops and pastures in practically all districts were in fair to good condition and a 
good season appeared likely. 


Orchardists reported sufficient winter rain to last through until after blossoming and, given fine and mild 
weather, expected a good crop. 


Water Supplies —Good to excellent water supplies were reported from all areas.
